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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On page 8, last paragraph and on page 9 1 st 
paragraphs of Remarks, Appplicant's stated that Figure 5 shows such "an overshoot voltage additionally supplied to the common 
electrode lines upon a switch from a first grey state to a second grey state of each pixel." For example, see the average voltage Vp 
supplied to the pixel (the Overshoot effect is a component of Vp (see page 8, lines 6-9 and Equation 2)), wherein Vp transitions to a 
minimum voltage simultaneously with the swing voltage Vcom in the first cycle following a pulse in Vg - compare Figure 4 wherein the 
voltage does not stabilize until the second cycle after a pulse in Vg. However, above mentioned Figure and Specification do not disclose 
what is the first, second grey state and how an overshoot voltage additiionaly supplied. 

On page 10, last paragraph of Remarks, Applicant's stated Kawaguchi does not teach or suggest that "generating an 
overshoot voltage additionally supplied to the common electrode lines upon a switch from a first grey state to a second grey state of each 
pixel" as claimed in Claims 24 and29. However, Kawaguchi teaches that driving waveform Vcom of the common electrodeis overshot or 
undershot and clearly showed transition from a first grey scale to the second grey state of each pixel (See Figs. 3-5, item Vcom, Col. 10, 
Lines 7-14). 
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
